Approximately 100 people gather- 
ed in the Didsbury Opera Theatre 
on Tuesday, February 26, to hear 
Mr. T. R. Enright of Beloit, Wincon- 
Sin, speak on Dairy Farm Equip- 
ment Sanitation. 


He gave demonstrations in water 
treatment for cleaning, using alkali 
and acid cleaners and wetting 
agents, as well as use of chlorines 
for proper sanitation of dairy farm

Mr. Enright explained the methy- 
lene blue test which is the recog- 
nized test for determining keeping 
quality of milk.

Most of us have 
been biased against books we were 
told we should read, though later 
we liked them, Many business men 
are prejudiced against people who 
sign letters “dictated but not read.” 
Elevator operators are prejudiced 
against people who press elevator 
buttons needlessly; we all are prej- 
udiced against people who stride 
imperiously through revolving 
doors, 

That is not the kind of prejudice 
this letter is about. The hurtful 
prejudices are the mental fixations 
of the 100-per-centers, people who 
won't admit you have a side to your 
case, and demand that you either 
agree wholly with their opinions, or 
disagree. 

It may be true that the more ig- 
norant a man is, the more positive 
he is in his opinion, and the more 
belligerently inclined to look up- 
on your doubt of his statements as 
a sin against him. 

Intelligently alive people have | 
no such disillusions. They know 
that absolute certainty is regarded 
by scientists as an impossibility, 
and scientists, of all people, have 
the opportunity to check and re- | 
check their findings. 

Mistakes occur in the thought of 
all living people. In the Provincial 
Museum in Toronto there is a wiz- 
ened caveman who hasn't made a 
mistake for several thousand years, | 
ever since he curled up in his grass | 
mat and went to sleep. The only | 
people who are never mistaken are | 
dead, | 

We do ourselves an injury by | 
killing part of our minds when we 
reject contradiction, refuse to hear 
the other side of the story, or oppose 
opinions without learning the facts. 
We may be persons who think that 
new truths may have been desirable 
once, but that we have had enough 


;of them now; we may be addicted 


to attending committee meetings 
devoted to keeping things as they 
are; or we may be, as Stefan Zweig 
said of a famous clergyman: funda. 
mentally honest and _ straightfor- 
ward, but wearing blinkers; one of 
those persons “for whom only their 
own truth {is true, only their own 


virtue virtuous, only their own 
Christianity Christian.”

Despite her relatively small popu- 
lation, Canada is one of the world’s 
major trading nations and is fourth 
ranking exporter and importer. Yet 
this country has only 0.6 percent 
of the world’s population. For some 
years previous to 1951 Canada rank- 
ed third in exports as well as im- 
ports. Then the Canadian totals 
were only slightly more than those 
of France. But in 1951 the gap be. | 
tween the trade in both countries | 
Widened in favor of France, al- 
though the trade of both continued 
to increase considerably. Canada 
stands first in exports and imports | 
per capita when compared with the | 
ten major trading countries. Bel- 
guim, which is second, is still far! 
behind Canada. The per capita 
trade of Canada is three times as 
great as that of the United States. 
In the year ending September, 1951, 
Canadian per capita foreign trade. 
including both exports and imports, 
was $536, whereas that of the U.S. 
for the same period was $173. Al- 
though the U.S. is the most impor- 
tant country in the world trade, it 
cannot be said that international 
trade is of similar importance to the 
United States economy.

position. The use of these low grade 
clays was widespread 25 or more 
years ago, but the number of manu 
facturing plants has declined ove: 
the years to eight, of which five are 
located in Medicine Hat and Red 
Clift. 

The clay manufacturing industry 
has centred in Medicine Hat and 
Redcliff because of the cheapness 
and convenience of natural gas. 
However, the discovery of many 
other gas fields throughout Alberta 
suggests the possibility of the open- 
ing of new plants closer to market 
should suitable clay be found i: 
proximity to these gas fields. 

While the report does not give the 
extent of the clay deposits in the 
Didsbury district, it is interesting to 
note that they are sufficient to 
Warrant mention in the Alberta 
Newsletter.

which had no gravelled roads. 
Calls for doctors in the early days 
were nothing pleasant — irregular 
meals and long hours between naps. 
It meant very often a driver had 
to be hired. Harry Seibel is still 
here to tell us how Dr. Reid would 
tell him to get the old buckskins to 
the cutter and put the lines to them 
while he turned into the cutter to 
get a few hours sleep enroute to 


answer a distant call (the bumpy, 


road, however, did not give him 
much chance to sleep) from twenty 


to twenty-five miles into the vat 


prairie or sticks. 

Harry Levagood can also tell you 
of some of the trips with Dr. Weart. 
The Doctor himself related this ex- 
perience: Getting a call from Sun- 
nyslope, and in his mind there was 
only one Sunnyslope twenty-six 
miles east of Didsbury.

Final- 
ly upon his arriving home the 
matter was explained, but with not 
too much cheer when he was in- | 
formed of another twenty-eight mile 
trip before the conclusion of the 
call,
